Find $82,000 In Accounts 
Of Dismissed Solicitor 


NORRISTOWN, Pa. AP)-D ist 
Atty. Bernard DiJoseph has in­ 
creased by $16,000 the amount he 
says has been found in the bank 
accounts of prothonotary s solici­ 
tor Abram Hallman. 
Hallman, 88 a widely-known and 
highly regarded Republican figure 
in Montgomery County, was sus­ 
pended from his job l^st week. 
after 61 years of employment Mi 
the prothonotary i office. 
DiJoseph originally reported that 
$68,000 had teen deposited in ac­ 
counts opened by Hallman in a 
Norristown bank. Friday he *aid 
$82,000 had been found in foul' ac­ 
counts. 
Three were supposed to be in 
the nature of trust accounts, Di- 
Joseph said. The fourth, he added, 
was opened recently with $20,000. 
"There is no doubt,” he said, 
"that k was public money and 
Hallman had it in his personal ac-

But, he added: 
"The whole crux of the situation 
lies in how much came out of

accounts 
and

Hallman was suspended a week 
ago Friday after an audit was be­ 
gun of what officials have de­ 
scribed as the county store book­ 
keeping and accounts handling in 
the prothonotary’s office 
Hallman has written checks for 
$43,000 against two of the four ac­ 
counts and has turned the checks 
over to county officials He was 
hospitalized Thursday after suf 
fering a cerebral thrombosis 
His . upporters say he manipu 
lated money between the several 
accounts to prevent the state from 
taking funds. They say he never 
used the money for himself and 
always acknowledged it was the 
property (rf the prothonotary. 
The prothonotary, or clerk of 
courts, holds money in trust for 
various infante.

SPEAKS HERE 
FRIDAY NIGHT 


"Singing Statues” was the sub­ 
ject of an address Friday eve­ 
ning at Gettysburg College by Dr. 
Donald Hatch Andrew*, research 
chemist from Johns Hopkins Uni­ 
versity, Baltimore. The interna­ 
tionally recognized scientist an­ 
alyzed a revolutionary new con­ 
cept of unity between the arts 
and sciences. His talk was spon­ 
sored by Chi Omega Sorority. 
“ We have set statues in vibra­ 
tion and recorded the tones com­ 
ing from them. These tones differ 
greatly. 
All gold statues share 
common frequencies, and all mar­ 
ble statues share other common 
toens in the ‘baritone’ range. But 
in the basso-profundo, the har­ 
mony depends on the statue’s 
shat* and is independent of its 
size or composition. 
"In a large statue the chord 
characteristic of th*' shape will be 
transposed to the lower range. In 
a small statute of the same shape, 
the chord is transpose*! upward. 
But the harmony is unchanged.”

Verwoerd, 
an 
uncompromising 
architect of South Africa’s white 
supremacy policies, was shot and 
wounded today by a middle-aged 
white man. Blood streamed from 
Verwoerd's head. 
The husky blond Prime Minis­ 
ter, 58. became a target, appar­ 
ently of a .22 caliber pistol, a* he 
sat with his wife on a platform 
at the Union Exposition to watch 
a parade of cattle. 
A bullet struck him under the 
right eye. The South African ra­ 
dio said a second shot pierced 
his cheek. With blood dripping 
from the right side of his head 
and his mouth, he fell into the 
arms of his wife. She wept as she 
can*cried him. 


A member of Verwoerd’s body­ 
guard also was reported hit. 
The white gunman, about 45 and 
dressed in a gray herringbone 
suit, was seized by police and ci­ 
vilians in a wild melee and ap­ 
parently badly beaten. He was 
jailed at the police station on the 
exposition grounds. 
"God help me,” he exclaimed 
Members of an ambulance crew 
bandaged Verwoerd’s head and 
rushed him to a hospital for an 
immediate operation.
